THE PAYING FARM 
"• 


One Where Economy and Order Reigns ta 


Every Department. 


The farm that pays is the farm whpre 


thrift and order reigns from the front- 
yard gate to the line fence in the back 
pasture. It is the farm where the fencos, 
whether made of stone, or rail-, or 
boards, whether on dividing lines or 
cross sections, are kept eicct and in 
good repair. A large portion ot 1'ie 
best land on some farms is taken up by 
straggling fences and the hedges of 
brush and briars that are permitted to 
grow up alongside of them. Fences 
should be kept in order for mere ap- 
pearance fcake if for no better reason. 
Nothing impresses the would-be pur- 
chasers of a property more unfavow bly 
than rickety tumble-down fences. It 
is almost an infallible sign that there is 
something wrong with the farmer, or 
with the land, or with both. 


That farm pays where every square 


foot of the surface is, if possible, 
brought under cultivation and made to 
yield its share. On such a farm the 
"corners" are all cleared out, the 
sloughs and swamps drained, the 
stumps pulled, the stone heaps re- 
moved and the waste plapes utilized. 
No wide stretches are left, here and 
there, around buildings and by-ways, 
oovered with debris and grown up to 
weeds and brambles. 
Every acre is 


made to do its best. It 19 surprising 
how much can be produced on a farm 
of limited area if it is managed in this 
way. 
It is for this reaofyTthat small 


farms generally pay mucn better m 
proportion to their size than large 
ones Few begin to realize what wealth 
of resource there is in the most ordi- 
nary soil nntil from necessity, or other 
oanse, they give it a full opportunity 
to display its yielding power. E\en 
with all the improved methods of tann- 
ing at the present day, the increased 
n-,e of fertilizers and other aids to SUP- 
ros»fnl agriculture, no one can \ i t 
measure the possibilities in the wa\ of 
harvests that may be produced trom a 
genial and cultivable soil. 


That tann pays where the buildings 


for storing crops and sheltering domes- 
tic- animals are neatly, com emeiitly 
and comfortably arranged 
The very 


worst drains on tbe profits of farming 
arc in the diiection of shabbily built, 
inconvenient, open and leaky barns, 
stables and grananc> 
We sometimes 


think that it require-- more foresight 
and good judgment to take <>aie ol 
crop.-, after they are harvested than it 
does to raise them. It is certainly one 
of the main points in profitable farm- 
ing to have such buildings that crops 
put in them are kept from waste and 
spoliation, and such shelter for stock 
that they can be kept in a healthy and 
thriving condition. Sheep and cowa 
and other animals that have the run ol 
the fields during the summer need 
clean and roomy quarters during the 
winter if they arc not to Insp all the 
benefits of good pasturage 


That farm pays where all care is 


taken to put back in the soil in the 
shape of fertilizers a part at least ot 
that which is taken out iu the shape ol 
crops 
Some farmers seem to act on 


the principle that tbe soil is something 
like a bank from which they can draw 
year after year without making anj 
deposits, as if it were an institute from 
which they could never overdraw or 
run in debt to. But such a course of 
procedure is sure to end in the bank- 
ruptcy of the soil, if not of the farmer. 
The deposits must be made or the 
drafts will not be honored. No soil, 
however great its natural fertility, 
however abundant its resources, can 
long withstand a constant "run" upon 
it. Figuratively speaking it must soon 
or late close its doors 
The farm that 


pays is the farm where there is a gpn- 
erous return to the soil of enriching 
substances. 
An abundance of fertiliz- 


ing material, as a rule, is neither difli- 
cult nor expensive to obtain. Enough 
goes to waste around many farms every 
year to keep them in a productive

To very many an orange is an 


orange, the only variation distinguish- 
able being in size and corresponding 
price, while those who know the differ- 
ence between "Florida," "Seville'1 and 
"Messina" oranges are considered ex- 
perts. The "Florida Catechism" tells 
us better than that 
We learn from it 


that there are -'over thirty" varieties of 
sweet oranges, not to mention the 
"natural stock," which is larger and 
handsomer fruit than the sweet orange, 
and is excellent for orangeade and 
marmalade, but. being very sour, is 
seldom shipped North 
The medium 


sizes are apt to be the choicest, and 
"probably the very sweetest orange 
that is marketed is the rusty-coated and 
rather ill-looking orange, which might 
be considered inferior by an amateur." 
Furthermore: 
"The way to detect 


oranges is to 'heft' them in yourhanJs; 
pick out the thin-skinned, heavy fruit, 
andyou are all right." The light-weight 
fruit is apt to be juiceless, a condition 
caused either by a slight freezing while 
on the tree, or,"more probably, by the 
poverty of the soil in which it grew " 


All this applies to the sweet oranges. 


The "kid-glove" oranges aie grown in 
Florida from two stocks brought, re- 
spectively, from China and Tangiers. 
Hence they are called Mandarin and 
Tangerine oranges. Both are small; 
the skin is loose and easily removed, 
and the sections fall apart so readily 
that a lady can eat one without soiling 
her gloves, hence the name. 


Some other interesting bits of infor- 


mation may be picked out from this 
"Catechism." It is not 
generally 


known, for instance, that "an orange 
that is entirely dead ripe in December 
will hang on the tree until March, and 
is ready at any time to be picked and 
shipped;'1 while so far from deteriorat- 
ing, "the longer they hang on the 
trees the sweeter they grow," and 
Florida oranges, purchased in Feb- 
ruary and March, are therefore apt to 
be better than those procured earh in 


E the Beason. Again, the notion that to 
' know what an orange is really like, 


one must go where the oranges grow, 
appears to be a popular fallacy as we 
are told tbat "the orange picked from 
the tree is no riper or bettor than 
the orange on the fruit stall in the 
North."—Philadelphia Jnymrer,

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—The resolu- 


tion embraced In the report o! the judicia- 
ry committee, which was submitted to 
the Senate to-day by Mr. Edmunds, are 
in their lull text as follows:

A 
few years ago tbe Pacific elope was 
the richest field to be found foi the 
mechanic and laboring man, and they 
Docked there for fortune. 
Now it 


is the poorest place in the country 
for them- 
They claim—and I be- 


lieve rightly, too—that the Chinese 
have ruined the 
business of the 


country. Oh, there is a deadly 
prejudice against the Chinese, and I 
wish every one of them were sent 
back home. 1 would send them by 
force of law out of the country if I 
could." The Senator says the Chi- 
nese have no sympathizers, that they 
•re not and never intend to become 
American citizens; they 
are con- 


tracted for BI slaves, work as slaves, 
and for slaves' wages, and that the 
tendency is 10 bring white American 
laborers down to a level with them. 
He believes the abrogation of our 
treaty with China would be a good 
thing; that our commercial relations 
with the Celestial Empire amount to 
little, and that if the treaty was 
abolished the damage would not 
amount to one-fourth as much as the 
paupera of that country are inflict- 
ing on us. 


Th» Strike on the Southern Pacific 
N«w ORLEANS, Feb. 19.—Everything 


continues quiet at the Southern Pacific 
works in Algiers. Shops and yards were 
closed, and business had entirely ceased. 
The ships lay at the wharf helpless for 
want of hands to load and unload them.

brakercen on the Southern Pacific road 
had struck clear out to San Francisco;

The report accompanying the resolu- 


tions states that on July 17th, 1886, the 
President, pursuant to the provisions of 
section 17S8 of the Kevised Statutes, sus- 
pended George M. Duskin from the exe- 
cution of the duties of the office of Dis- 
trict Attorney of the southern district of 
Alabama, and on the same day, pursuant 
to the same statutes, designated John D. 
Burnttt to perform the duties of such 
suspended officer in the meantime by a 
letlei of authority. The nomination of 
Burnett -.\a.« in due course referred to the 
committee on the judiciary. 


Since the passage of the act of March 


V, 18t!7, "Regarding the tenure of cer- 
tain eivil affairs," it has been the prac- 
tice of the committee to ask for papers 
and information touching the conduct of 
officer^ proposed to be removed and the 
chaiaeter of the person proposed to be 
appointed. 
In no instance until this 


time has the committee met ttith any de- 
lay or denial In respect of furnishing such 
papers, and information, with a single, ex- 
ception in which the delay and suggested 
denial lusted but two or three days. 


The report then reviews the subse- 


quent action of the committee, and quotes 
the resolution adopted on January 27, 
directing the Attorney-General to trans- 
mit to the Senate the documents bearing 
on the CHSC, and the Atti rney-General's 
reply to the effect "thut the public inter- 
est will not be promoted by a compliance 
with ^aid resolution." 


It then continues: "This letter, al- 


though in response to the direction of the 
Senate, assumes that the Attorney-Gen- 
enil Is the servant of the President and 
IB to give or withhold copies of docu- 
ments in his office according to the will 
of the Executive, and not otherwise. 
The committee is unable to discover any 
law which makes the Attorney-General 
In any sense the servant or, under the 
control of, the Executive, in the per- 
formance 
of his lawful duties. 
The 


Executive is bound by the Constitution 
and by his oath, to take care that the 
la" s be faithfully executed, and he is him- 
sen us much bound by the regulations of 
Ian :is the luiniblebt officer in the service 
ot the United States, and he can not have 
authority to undertake to faithfully exe- 
cute the'laws whether applied to his own 
special functions or those of the depart- 
ments created by law, otherwise than by 
causing, so far as he lawfully may and by 
lawful methods, heads ol departments 
and other officers of thu United States to 
dii the din.oh which the law and not his 
w i l l , lias imputed to them. 
The import- 


aii! question, then, is whether, it is with- 
in the constitutional competence of either 
him-." of Congress to have access to offi- 
cial papers ami documents in the vari- 
cu-~ public oflkes of the United States 
created by Inns, enacted by themselves. 
There is no statute which commanded 
the head of any department, 
excepting 


that of the Treasury, to transmit to either 
house of Congress, on its demand, any 
information whatever concerning the ad- 
ministration of his department, but the 
committee believes it to hi- clenr that 
from the very nature of the poner in- 
trusted by the Constitution to the two 
houses of Congress, it is a necessary inci- 
dent that either house must have at all 
times the right to know .ill that 
officially 


exist-, or lakes place in any of the depart- 
ments of tlie Government.

auasslnate him. He also stated that he 
will leave the city as soon as possible. 
The excitement Is raplly dying out.

He entered an earnest pro- 
test against Its passage, declaring it to li- 
the most pernicious measure introduced 
Into either House of Congress since tbe 
war. It would, in his opin rm, uttcrtv de 
stroy the balance of p?wer betweeu the 
States and would vest unlimited control of 
our Government In a mere Congressional 
majority, 
A number of amendments having befn 
submitted in order that they maybe printed. 
Mr. Evarts took the floor. He remarked 
that he was heartily in favor of the Mil, 
bnt would not speak on It If the Senate de 
sired to come to a vote. 
Mr. Blair said that if Mr. Evarts were go- 
ing to make a speech, somebody would be 
sure to move an adjournment. 
This re- 
mark was greeted with loud laughter, in 
which Mr. Evarts himself heartily Joined, 
and the Senate, on Mr. Allison's motion, at, 
once went Into executive session. 
After a few minutes, th« Senate, at 5:40 
p. m., adjourned until to-morrow. 


HOUSE. 


The Speaker announced the appointment 
ot Mr. Findlay (M<1) as a member of the 
banking and currency committee, vice Car- 
tin, resigned. 
Mr. Crisp (Ga.) reported a bill to amend the 
Pacific railroad acts HO as to compel those 
roads to pay for the survey of their laud 
grants. Placed on the calendar. 
The House then resumed consideration of 
the bill for forfeltlna the Atlantic* Pacific 
land grant. The bill was discussed until 
two o'clock, when the House went into 
committee of the whole—Springer (III.) In 
the chair—on the Fitz-John Porter bill. 
Mr. Phelps (X J.) said that for twenty 
years he had believed that General Porter 
was a traitor and deserved to be hanged. 
that was the opinion of tbe loyal North, and 
his heart was with It. He bad changed his 
opinion, and believed that Porter was an 
boneat man and a 103 al soldier when, as his 
representative, he had been obliged to ex- 
amine the evidence and learn the facts. In 
conclusion Mr. Phelps urged Congress to end 
now and forever the strangest and saddest 
story In American history 
Mr. Cnrtln (Pa.) supported the bill. Ho 
said that If Porter was a traitor then he 
(Curtln) was also a traitor, but If any one 
wanted to tell him so. let him tell it in a 
corner. 
Mr Cutcheon. he said, had 
ap- 
pealed to the high court of Heaven and had 
summoned as witnesses Gavneld and others 
who were dead, but Grant would be there, 
and there would be conflicting evidence be- 
fore that court. 
Mr. Warner (O ) thought that Porter had 
not done his full duty, but as he believed 
that the court martial would reverse Its ver 
diet if It could he reassembled he would vote 
for the bill. 


Mr. Bragg closed the debate. Partisan 
zeal and malicious personal motives, he 
said, had prevented a lair and Impartial 
hearing, and had made men fearful to vote 
In accordance with their Judgment, leat the 
long black mark might go down across their 
names and the curse of the G O. P. be Is- 
sued against them. 
The committee then rose and reported the 
bill to the House. 
Mr. Everbard (Pa.), moved to recommit 
the bill with Instructions to strike out the 
words, "prior to his appointment under this 
act." so as to make the proviso read Saul 
Fitz-John Porter shall receive no pay. com- 
pensation or allowance whatever. Lost- 
Yeas, 112; nays, 173. 


Mr. Bragg (WIs.), who had demanded the 
previous question, withdrew his demand 
and again took the floor In support of the 
bill. No greater disgrace had ever stained 
the pages of history than the sentence 
asalnst Fitz-John Porter, tbat had been 
made in accordance with the demands of 
the Secretary of-War. He felt the most su- 
preme diajust to sre the Republican party 
rnnnins?,and Ju&t as It was about to receive a 
blow, cryinsr out, "Oh ' you are going to hurt 
Mr. Lincoln " There was where the sneaks 
of the Republican party ran. They dared 
not face the truth and decide upon it 
as men, but they ran behind Mr. Lmco In, 
they rau behind the court, tbev ran be 
hind the Secretary of War. Why' Because 
they wei e afraid that investigation would 
rustle some of the 
draperies tbat 
en- 
wrapped some of 
tb«lr 
self canonized 
saints and find heaps of moral corruption 
underneath that canopy. He then went on 
to criticize severely, the personnel of the 
court-martial and asserted that its mem- 
bers had been rewarded for doing the bid- 
ding of the Secretary of War.

Another of the St. Louis Chinese HOP- 
derera Found Guilty 


ST. Louis, Feb. 19.—At a quarter past 


ten yesterday morning the jury who have 
been engaged for the past two weeks in 
the Criminal Court in trying Joe Gong for 
the murder of Lou Johnson came into 
court with a verdict ol guilty of murder 
in the first degree. The defendant seemed 
taken by surprise and. though he made a 
powerful effort to conceal his emotion, 
his face revealed too plainly the shock 
ith ich this, to him unexpected result of 
the trial, subjected him. So dejected did 
he become that Mr. Fauntelroy, remark- 
ing his condition, approached him aud 
begged him to cheer up a little, telling 
him the conviction did not amount to 
anything, as he would be given a new 
trial, and that, anyhow, the court in 
which he had been found guilty was only 
one of those through which the case 
would have to pass before a final result 
was secured. The unfortunate China- 
men failed to find any comfort, however, 
in these assurances, and with fallen jaw 
and trembling lips sat gaziug upou va- 
cancy, the picture of hopeless desolation. 
The jury were polled and certified indi- 
vidually the verdict which had

An interesting chapter in the rail- 


road history of tho United States will 
come to light if the story is over told 
of the inside efforts that were made to 
sell Mr. Vanderbilt the Nickel-Plate 
Road. It will be remembered that he 
held out a long time against the threats 
and persuasions of the gentlemen who 
were intent upon loading him with their 
parallel enterprise. Influences of a 
most remarkable character were brought 
to bear upon him, and it required an 
almost illimitable amount of nerve 
power to withstand the pressure even 
for a little time. Wall street was firing 
tway at Lake Shore and other proper- 
lies," with the Nickel-Plate for con- 
Hnual bear ammunition, and not a day- 
laborer in his great army of workmen 
went to bed any night more utterly 
weary and worn out and over-taxed 
than did William H. Vanderbilt. 


Finally the fret and worry began to 


affect him perceptibly. He grew ner- 
vous and moody. His family began to 
feel worried; his doctors began to 
evince renewed interest in his diet and 
baT)its. Everybody about him grew 
anxious. But still the cloud hung over 
him. 
That parallel object still frowned 


nnappeased. He was in daily com- 
munication with the Nickel-Plate peo- 
ple directly and indirectly. One day 
an interview was arranged to be held 
»t his Fifth avenue home. Three gen- 
tlemen well known in speculative and 
financial centers met with him, and 
their purpose was to try to convince 
him that he must buy up the Nickel- 
Plate property forthwith or else run the 
risk of sutt'ering tremendously from 
new attacks to be made upon his rail- 
road properties in the stock market. 
Jay Gould at that time was down in 
Florida, ostensibly for his health, but 
Mr. Vanderbilt's visitors made it very 
clear that Gould's trip South was not 
much else than a clever trick to cover 
np a big scheme in another direction, 
and this other scheme was to get con- 
trol of the Nickel-Plate, attach it to the 
Wabash, and create a new trunk line. 
They were able to convince Mr. Van- 
derbilt that what they said was true, 
showing him that at that very time 
Gould Tiad a company of men along 
the line measuring it and examining it 
preparatory to scooping it in. 


Mr, Vanderbilt listened eagerly to 


sverv word that was spoken, and when 
finally the truth was brought home to 
him of this new danger threatened 
through the unscrupulous tactics of 
Jay Gould he quivered like a child in a 
terrible fright; then suddenly he gasped 
convulsively for breath, seemed chok- 
ing and suffering beyond expression, 
and in another instant fell forward un- 
conscious from his chair to the floor, 
He lay as one dead. It was a similar 
scene to that which Robert Garrett wit- 
nessed the other day. It was a sem- 
blance that unnerved strong men, 
though Mr. Vanderhiltrecoveredquick- 
ly. That was his first paralytic stroke, 
Ihe true story of which has never 
before been told; the story which in- 
volves also the real reason of his then 
startling change of base from an ener- 
getic assertion that he would never pay 
tribute to "blackmailers" to a sudden 
purchase oj the Nickel-Plate out and 
out. 


I met one of the old Harlem Road's 


conductors on the evening of Mr. Van- 
derbilt's death. He had just heard the 
news, and he was overflowing with 
reminiscenses of the dead magnate and 
the old Commodore. The Commodore, 
be said, was always a liberal dispenser 
of free passes to favorite employes for 
themselves and families. 
Whenever 


one of them had a holiday he was 
given passes over the road to any point 
he might desire. He had only to sug- 
gest a pass and he got it, and another 
For bis wife and children along with it. 
Soon after William H. assumed control 
of the Harlem Road this conductor who 
gossiped with me dropped in to see him 
to remark that he would like to take 
his family over the road on the next 
day, and would Mr. Vntiderbilt please 
fill out a pass. 


"Hnmr 
qnoth Mr. Vanderbilt, 


"hum! my friend, doesn't this road pay 
you for your work?" 


"Yes, 
answered the conductor, 


amazed at any hesitation, as he remem- 
bered the free-and-easy methods of the 
Commodore. 


"And isn't your salary big enough*" 
"I've got no cause to complain. 
"Well, we've got a ticket office and 


• clerk in it to sell tickets to Just snob 
contented folks as you are. Good day, 
air." 
And Mr. Vanderbilt went on 


with bis work. 


In a Fonrthiavenne horse-car goinjr 


np town one day a plainly^ressed. 
woman was riding, accompanied by a 
bright-eyed child just old enough to be 
asking a good many questions. The 
pert young miss ol three or four years 
was intent on being on familiar terms 
with everybody within reach, and one 
of the passengers within reach was 
Mr. Vanderbilt. He had a small pack- 
a^e in his hands, and the child insisted 
on relieving Mm of it. The mother, 
though wholly unaware of her seat- 
mate s identity, did her utmost to pro- 
tect him from the young mischief-mak- 
er's depredations; but her efforts were 
futile. 
And Mr. Vanderbilt, as the car 


rolled on, seemed really to have got to 
enjoying the wee bit of a thin^'b flirta- 
tious. She went through lii» "overcoat 
pockets, clambered over his knees, and 
couldn't have been a whit more famil- 
iar had she been of the house of Van- 
derbilt itself. At the Thirty-second 
street stables there was a change of 
conductors, and a bearded young fellow 
came upon the rear platform, rang the 
signal bell and started the ear onward 
through the tunnel. 
"Papa! papa!" shouted the little one 


excitedly, and off from the knee of the 
millionaire owner of the railroad she 
clambered to hold out her arms toward 
that bearded young fellow, the new 
conductor. The conductor recognized 
his distinguished passenger, and natur- 
ally he was amazed—his own child in 
the magnate's arms 
HP hastened to 


correct things, and, with what was, 
perhaps, not an unnatural earnestness, 
apologized for the baby's rudeness 


"Tut1 tut!" interrupted Mr Vander- 


bilt, "I've enjoyed my ride with her. 
Young man, I wish she were rny own. 
She must be taken good care of." And 
then, as the car turned out 'of the tun- 
nel to the Grand Central Station, he 
patted the little one affectionately upon 
the head and said good-by 
Within 


a month that street-car conductor was 
holding a responsible position upon 
one of "the big Vanderbilt railroads, a 
post that he holds to this day 
That 


very night Mr. Vandeibilt had the 
young man's antecedents looked up, 
and, linding his record clean, and a^- 
sured that he was a man of energy anil 
capacity, he made a place for him :it 
once 


One wintry night three or four years 


ago 1 sat with Mr. Vanderbilt in hit, 
sitting-room, and listened to his chat 
for over an hour of his horses, his pic- 
tures and various other things from 
which he derived pleasure. 


"I don't care to talk about stocks,1' 


he said. "It always seems to me that 
I'm on a salary when I do that, and 
when I feel like a hired man there's 
not much fun in tho thing " 


I found him reading "Vanity Fair," 


and he told me that Thackeray was one 
of his favorites among authors 
"Bill 


it seems to me," he commented, "th.tt 
Thackeray is a good deal keener than 
he is honest; he sees people, but I 
hardly think lie gets real well ac- 
quainted with them. I find that most 
folks have lots of good traits under 
what on the outside look like pretty 
nagrnn' faults 
I like Thackeiay so 


much 
it I often wish he had been 


just a jutle more generous." 


About that time there was a very 


lively combat of words going on be- 
tween the friends of Mr. Vanderbilt 
and the friends of Mr. Frank Work H^ 
to the comparative merits of their dou- 
ble teams, and Mr. Vanderbilt showed 
Dfaat he felt an interest in the matter 
that was intensely keen 
Some ques- 


tion arose during the evening as to tin1 
right and the wrong in certain state- 
ments publicly made by a trottinii 
authority in Mr Work's favor. Then 
Mr VariderbiU arose ami went cner to 
the stand beside which his cornel), 
pleasant mannered wife was quietlv 
and industriou&U knitting, and, pick- 
ing up a book of a hundred pages or 
more that 
contained among 
other 


things the National Trotting Associa- 
tion rules, he handed me the book, and 
settling again back in his easy arm- 
chair, he began to quote authorities be- 
tween those covers to sustain his posi- 
tion as against what had been brought 
against that position. It was one of 
the most astonishing tests of memory I 
ever noted. On page —, he would say, 
you will find this and on he would go 
with a quotation as fast as my eyes 
could follow on the printed pages; and 
then on page so and so you will notice 
this, again and again and again did he 
do this, reciting page aftei page, never 
missing a word, never making a single 
mistake, either as to the number of the 
page, the article or the section, and al- 
ways giving in the precise language of 
the book the authority lie quoted. And 
then at the end, having finished this, 
he talked of the dispute between him 
and Mr. Work after a fashion that 
reached up to absolute eloquence. His 
heart was in the matter, and he warmed 
up to the subject as though his very 
life were at stake, and I learned, too, 
that he could use sarcasm in a pretty 
effectual way. That night was a reve- 
lation to me. No man could have lis- 
tened to him as he talked there and 
failed to have been charmed, nor would 
any man thereafter ever dare to aver 
that William H. Vanderbilt'was a man 
of money only. His forcible, clear- 
cut, logical sentences, studded here 
and there with a witty side remark and 
sarcastic comment, marked him as a 
man of brains, and brains not lacking 
cultivation either.—A".

similar subdivision of land in other 
thickly populated countries. 
But how 


are the small owners to make ends

meet' There will still remain large 
estates on which the aid of power and 
machinery will produce grain on terms 
which no one who must depend on his 
own manual labor can compete with, 
and the produce of a few acres, after 
feeding a family, will not bring enough 
to clothe them, or to buy any but the 
simplest instruments of hand culture. 
That close economy which such a state 
of things has induced among the 
French and Germans will be hardly 
possible to the children and heirs of 
free-living Americans, and 
even if 


learned, will hardly keep the wolf from 
the door. 
It may be said that as those pinched 


in other occupations resort to co-ope- 
ration as a means of relief, so these 
reduced farmers might also co-operate, 
and thus make complete and profitable 
farms by uniting the divisions. 
But 


here ano'ther difiiculty looms up. 
The 


half of a farmer's gain results from 
his management. Another large con- 
stituent of his profit comes of the skill 
and economy with which he uses his 
tools, and his care to keep them in or- 
der 
Even 
now 
farmers 
often 


combine to purchase 
some imple- 


ment or machine, which is too ex- 
pensive for any one of them to buy, he 
having need ot its use but a very few 
davs m each year. Such cooperative 
purchase rare'ly proves satisfactory. 
The several owners want the imple- 
ment on the very same days often; es- 
pecially if it is a harvester; or it broaka 
for one, who is found fault with by all 
the rest; or there is no particular placa 
tor keeping it, and the user lets it 
stand out in a corner, or if it has u 
sheltering place, is too busy or negli- 
gent to take it there. These difficulties 
could be gotten over by arranging for 
each of the co-operators to keep cer- 
tain of the necessary large implements, 
machines, teams, &c . and to use them 
himself on all the lands in the union. 
But in this case, weather will causa 
complication, and vexatious delay or 
disappointment 
to some, who will 


hardh have learned enough of for- 
bearance or restraint to endure it with 
equanimity. If these essentials to fra- 
ternal unity can be cultivated suffici- 
ently in advance of the crop culture, 
cooperation among small farmers may 
become possible, and highly benefi- 
cent, not only to the material interests 
of ill eoneeiiipd, bnt as anuiNe of some 
of the r.in"-t and most excellent of
